J. Clarke Yesterday, 


PORTER STOGKS'S CASE WILL NOW 


Go tothe Supreme Court, as a Bill of Ex- 
ceptions Has Been Filed—Other 
; Courthouse News, 


The first step towards securing the liberty 
of Porter Stocks has been made by his 
attorneys. 

The exact nature of the step was the filing 


‘of a bill of exception with Judge Richard 


Clark, but, as yet, the judge has not signed 
it. 

The ground set forth in the Dill of ex- 
ception is the plea of former jeopardy, 
upon which such a hard-fought battle was 
made by both sides before Judge Richard 
Clark. 

The bill will probably be signed by Judge 
Clark today, and the plea will be taken 
to the supreme court, where it will be 
argued by the attorneys for Stocks and for 
the state. It was only after a long con- 
siltation that the attorneys for Stocks de- 
cided to take such action, but it was finally 
concluded that the filing of the bill of ex- 
ception would be the best thing to do un- 
der the circumstances. ‘ 

The bill dees not take exception to the 
verdict of manslanghter, but, as stated 
above, makes but one issue—-the plea of 
former jeopardy. 3 

The argument of the defense will be, of 
course, as wil be the state’s side, more 
elaborate before the supreme court; then 
Judge Clark will have more ground. Porter 
Stocks’s attorneys will argue that Judge 
Richard Clark: had no right to excuse 
Juror Corley, and to declare a wistrial, as 
there existed no legal and valid reason 
for so deing. 

The opinion, of course, will be backed up 
by decisions to the effect as to what con- 
stitutes a legal and valid reason for de- 
claring a mistrial. 

The state will necessarily occupy the same 

osition that was taken before, when 

udge Clark overruled thé plea of former 
jeopardy and sustained the demurrer of 
the state. It will be argued by the state 
riong the line that the consent: of the 
defense was obtained before the juror was 
eailed out and told of the death of his 
mother; and, also, that it was for a provi- 
dential cause that Juror Corley was _ al- 


lowed to go, and that-it was extremely 


proper that the judge should declare a 
mistrial. 

Should the supreme court sustain Judge 
Riehard Clark in his action in regard to 
the discharge of the juror and the deelara- 
tion of a mistrial, the -defevse will still 
have a chance to get Stocks out of jail, 
although ouly temporarily. on bond. The 
outcome of the bill of exception, which is 
filed on the ground of former jeopardy, 
will be awaited with unusual interest, as 
the case is a new one, and there has never 
been a mistrial declared in any court under 
the same circumstances. A well-known 
attorney stated that he thought it wus 
highly probable, from his point of view, 


that Stocks would secure his celease on 
the plea of former jeopardy, as Judge 


Clark was really obliged to uphold his 
own position in the matter. 

Banker Tolleson on Deck Agair. 
' Banker Tolleson, who ought to be well 
enough versed in law by now to keep out 
of court in the character of a defendant, 
Was on deck again yesterday morning. 

Lhe occasion of his appearance was the 
hearing of a writ for certiorari in the in- 
stance of his recorder’s court escapade, 
when he was fined $100, “on general prin 
eiples,”’ as Tolleson’s attorney, Mr. Reuben 
Arnold, put it. | 

This recalls the cause of ‘Tolleson’s 
troubles which led up to. his receiving a 
fine of $3100 and the costs for disorderly 
conduct and vulgar language. 

About a year ago a young lady came to 
Atianta in search of employment, in order 
to earn an honest living. She was en- 

aged by Tolleson as a typewriter, and, 
in her testimony before the recorder, the 
young lady asserts that he attempted to 
take privileges with her. ‘Tolleson made 
bimself obnoxious for several days, and the 
young lady told her landlady abour it. 
The landlady took an interesi in the girl, 
and told two young gentlemen who were 
boarding at the same house about it. They 
ealled upon Tolleson, and after the matter 
talked over, and ‘Tolleson bad 
been informed that unless he ceased his 


attentions his neck would be dislocated, 
the little banker armed himself with a 
pistol. No damage was done, however, 


as he consented to give it up to the young 
lady upon the information that neither 
of his callers was armed. 

The trial before Recorder Calhenn was 


of a. very interesting character, and gp 
cupied his attention for nearly A Wek. 


The cuteome of it was that Tolleson was 


fined to the extent of the sum already 
inentioned. 
In his argument Mr. Reuben Arnold, 


Tollesot’s attorney, was very humorous, 


‘ond it was all that the court could do to 


k =p a grave countenance. He stited that 
Telleson had been fined, not for what was 
set forth in the charge. but werely on 
general principles. 7 

Judge Anderson presented the case for 
the city, and referred to Tolleson as “‘the 
bank president,’ and gave it as his opinion 
that “such a mean man _ should not be 
turaed loose upon the community.” After 
hearing both sides, Judge Marshall Clarke 
took the matter under consideration, and 
may render a decision this morning. 

Ordinary Calhoun’s Decision Affirmed. 


Yesterday morning Judge Marshal) Clarke 
affirmed the decision of Ordinary Calhoun, 
and little Waldo Hammond will remain in 
the custody of his father, to be brought 
up by him and educated as he desires, and 
may command. 

Mrs. Hammend wanted to secure posses- 


gion of her child over the decision of Or- 


dinary Calhoun, which had given Waldo 
to his father, W. C. Hammond. In answer 
to the allegations that Waldo was not 
being reared under the right influences, 
and that his surroundings were not those 
calculated to foster his morality, the boy 
himsel? was put upon the stand. His 
Sunday school teacher had previously testi- 
fied that Waldo was the smartest boy in 
the class, although he was only six years 
old. and the youngster corroborated the 
statement by answering every question 
asked him out of the catechism that he

prayers for the court. 

Despite this, the child was turned over 
to his father, on evidence of a different 
character: but the mother did not cease 
her efforts to regain her boy. Judge 
Clarke’s decision yesterday morning, how- 
ever, ig very likely to put a stop to her 
taking any further action in the direction 
of again securing the care of Waldo.

The $1,000 Prize Offered by the Ger- 


THE RESULT ANNOUNCED YESTERDAY. 


Mr. Beasley’s Plan Was Accompanied bya 
Model—It Was an Excellent Piece 
of Workmanship. 


The happy winner of the $1,000 prize, of- 
fered by the German-American Insurange 
Company, for the best plan of a fire-proof 
cotton warehouse, is Mr. James A. Beas- 
ley, of Memphis, Tenn, 

The announcement was made yesterday 
morning, and the plan of the warehouse, 
with a blue ribbon aftached to it, was 
placed on exhibition. lt was viewed by a 
large number of persons yesterday, and 
the lucky competitor, who had cleared the 
cool sum of $1,000, was the object of much 
envy and of many congratulations. 

Mr. Beasley is not an architect by pro- 
fession, but is familiar with all of the du- 
ties of an architect, and is a thorough mas- 
ter of the pen. Ele is the secretary of the 
Factor’s Insurance Company, of Memphis,- 
Tenn., and his kuowledge of the needs 
of a cetton warehouse, from the standpoint 
of one engaged in the insurance business, 
stood him in hand in his race for the prize, 
which was awarded to him yesterday, 

The judges who awarded the prize to Mr. 
Beasley are as follows: 

From the New Orleans cotton exchange, 
S. M. Parker, a cotton factor; -L. M. Fin- 
ley, president Sun Insurance Company; 
B M. Harrod, architect. From the Memphis 
cotton exchange, R, D. Rambant, cotton 
warehouse; Thomas Wilferd, fire insurance; 
E Cy Jones, architect. From the New York 
cotton exchange, A. J. Pouch, cotton ware- 
house; Bruce Price, architect, and P. C. 
Rolloi, fire insurance. : 

The committee of award was composed 
of representative men, engaged in the sey- 
eral departments of the cotton business, : 
the insurance world and the profession of 
the architect. They were in session for 
three days and their deliberations were 
thorough, conscientious and fair. - 

Many of the drawings called for elabor- 
ate buildings, which Were more attractive 
to the eye and designed to impress the ob- 
server With the skill and talent of the ar- 
chitect rather than to win the medal for 
the best pattern of a warehouse, construct- 
ed on the idea of economy as well as merit. 
The elegance of many of the drawings made 
it impossible for the judges, while recog- 
nizing their excellence, to consider them 
as plans within the scope of the prize offer. 

The architects who submitted plans, and 
many of whom were here in person, repre- 
sented nearly every state in the union. A 
remarkable feature of the contest was the 
geographical area which it covered. 

Mr. Beasley’s: drawing, which was ac- 
companied by a model of his warehouse, 
calls for a one-story building, divided into 
sections by fire walls, each section divided 
into two smaller subsections. Each of these 
smaller apartments has a eapacity of THO 
bales of cotton. The entire capacity of the 
warehouse will be 12.000 bales. 

Ii:very feature of the drawing, as in- 
terpreted by the model, commended itself 
to the committee as economic and satis- 
factory is every particular. It was agreed 
by all of the judges that he was entitled 
to the prize, and after considering all of the 
drawings submitted by the arehiteeta, the 
$1,000 prize was awarded to Mr. Beasley.

Ten-Year Old Lewis Roberts Behind 
the Bars for Larceny. 


HIS TOUCHING STORY OF THE THEFT. 


He Divided the Money with Two Othe 
Boys, and They Too Were Arrested.

A very little boy, with a face much older 
and more serious than his years, and whose 
cheeks were pale and limbs were remarka- 
bly small, sat on the edge of a bunk in a 
cell in the police. station last sight, his 
diminutive figure bent over and his eyes 
resting thoughtfully on the iron floor. The 
little fellow seemed about to ety, but with 
a bravery that was pathetic to see, he 
forced back his tears. | 

“I'm sorry 1 done it,” he said with a 
tremor in his voice that evidenced his emo- 


tion, “and when I get out I never will do.

this time if them boys hadn't begged me. 
There was the ring of sincerity in his 
voice. 

The very small youthi was Lewis Rob- 
erts, whose home is on Plum street, and 
whose father is employed at Frank KE. 
Block’s. He was under arrest for stealing 
$15 from Miss Ella Franklin, a young lady 
employed at Simon & I’rohsin’s, on White- 
‘hall street, in whose store little Lewis has 
been working as a cashboy for $1.50 a 
week. The sickly-looking boy is unusually 
small for his age, being no larger than a 
six-year-old child. He says he will not be 
eleven years old until the 2d of July. 

Little Lewis was arrested by Detective 
Bedford yesterday morning. Miss Franklin 
had laid her pocketbook in a safe place be- 
hind the counter, and the little cashboy 
had found and taken from it $15 in bills. 
He did not touch the silver money in the 
purse. He divided the money with two 
other boys in the store, giving $2 to Rob- 
ert McNeely, twelve years old, and $3 to 
Oliver Parker, the thirteen-year-old son of 
a boilermaker, who lives in Edgewood. 
These two boys were arrested yesterday 
morning after Lewis had confessed steal- 
ing the money. All of the money, except 
the $2 the Parker boy was said to have 
was recovered, In consequence of his 
stubborn refusal to admit that be has the 
money Oliver Parker oceupies a cell next to 
that-in which little Lewis is incarcerated, 

As soon as arrested little Lewis admitted 
his guilt, and expressed his penitence. Ile 
gave up $10, which he had hidden in his 
shoe. He is an intelligent youth, and seems 
to realize his position keenly. For hours 
yesterday afternoon and last night he sat 
on the bunk in his cell gazing solemuly and 
contemplatively on the floor. 

“I didn’t need the money,” said he in a 
pathetic voice, last night. “I make $1.50 
a week, and I wouldn't a-took it if them 
boys hadn't told me. I’m mighty sorry 1 
done it now. I’m mighty sorry I took it, 
*cause it didn’t do me no good. I'}l lose my 
job, too, I expect. I never will de such a 
thing in my life again.” 

The little fellow gave the history of his 
father in a straightforward manner. but 
when he was asked if his mother was liy- 
ing. tears gushed to his eyes, and he 
choked up. 

“Yes,” he said, “and I know she hates it 
lots worse than I do.”’ 

He turned in to a dark corner of his cell 
to hide his tears. He will be held nntil 
some disposition is made of the case 
against them. Detective Bedford, who ar- 
rested the boys, says he does not wish to 
prosecute them.

The Fruit Brandy Distillers Are Now Cum- 
plying with the Law. 

The collector of the internal revenne re- 
ports that the frult brandy distillers in the 
district of «leorgia are commeneing tae registe. 
for permission to manufacture peach and 
apple brandy. 

‘Lhe fruit crop is reposted as being purtte:::ar- 
ly guod this year aud it is estimated that nt 
least 450 distilleries have been registered by 
the collector of interual revenue. The great 
luajority of these distilleries are located be- 
tween Atlanta and Macon. A large number 
of ihe apple brandy distilleries, however, are 
located in north Georgla. 

The district is divided into twelve divisions, 
a deputy collector being in charge of each 
divison, The collector reports that many 
distillers have been put to a great deal of in- 
convenience and expense by their fallure to 
notify the officers that they. desired to operate 
fruit brandy distilleries. . 

The deputy collectors are located at At- 
lanta, Dalton, Cartersville, Jasper, Galines- 
ville, Cornelia, Augusta, Macon, Griffin, New- 
nan, Albany and Brunswick. Any one de 
siring any information coneerning the fruit 
brandy industry will receive prompt atten- 
thon by addressing either of these deputies.

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/MISS FORCE IN JAIL. 


She Is a Quiet Prisoner and Gives the 
Jailers No Trouble, 


SHE LIVES IN A DARKENED ROOM. 


Her Attorney Was in the City Yesterday, 
Preparing for the Trial Which Is 
Bet for Next Week. 


Inside a dark, barely furnished room, 
the windows of which are kept closely 
shuttered, Miss Julia Force passes the 
long and lonely hours of her confinement 
in the Iulton county: jail. She has. been 
in the room for months, seemingly indiffer- 
ent to the outside world. The only evi- 
dence of interest in outside affairs she has 
yet shown was to ask that the several 
daily papers in Atlanta be sent her, These 
she gets, and reads with interest. 

The public will get another glimpse of 
this strange woman next week, when she 
is arraigned in the superior court for trial 
on the double charge of murder. She is 
aware that her trial has been set for next 
week, but has shown no interest in it. 
She has made no move toward preparing 
for it, and her actions indicate that she 
realizes fully what she has done, and, with 
strength remarkable in a woman, is pre- 
pared to meet it without a murmur. ln- 
sane or not, she fully appreciates her posi- 
tion. 

So quiet is Miss Ioree’s daily life in the 
jail that her presence in the prison would 
never be known to the inmates unless they 
were told. The gloomy room in which she 
is confined sbuws no signs of life. The 
door never opely except to let in a Visitor, 
or to admit the servant girl. Miss Force 
herself has never crossed the threshold 
since she eltered the room several montis 
ago. Her wants are few and simple. ‘The 
negro servant girl who is employed to at- 
tend her wants has a snap, and spends 
most of ber time with the megro female 

risoners. Only once or twice a day does 

Jiss Iorce call for her. 

How Miss l‘orce spends her time is a 
mystery even to the jailers. They rarely 
ever see her, and, consequently, cannot 
tell how she occupies herself. ‘ihe jailers 
only intrude upon her when a message 18 
seut her, or when ghe hag a caller. She 
always receives the jail officials. pleasantly, 
and has nothing to say except it bears 
upon the matter upon which the jailer 
has called. 3 

“T don't know how Miss Foree passes 
the time,” said Jailer Corrigan yesterday; 
“I go in her room only now and then, and 
see her but a minute then. I suppose she 
reads. She has books and all of the papers. 
I ean see but little difference between her 
conduct and that of another lady, but 1 
have not seen enough of her to judge as 
to her sanity.” 

Miss Fore@ has numerous callers. Her 
lady friends and her brothers frequently 
yay her visits. Her attorney, Mr. J. L. 

fardeman, of Macon, was in the city 
yesterday, arranging for the trial next 
week. '

The of- 
fense of breaking into a postoflice, how- 
ever, and stealing therefrom its entire 
contents is considered a crime of the deep- 
est dye, and merits as such the fullest 
condemnation of the law. Green will put 
on the stripes as soon as he can reach his 
destination. 

Judge Newman in Chambers. 

Judge Newman will be in chambers to- 
day and several important motions will be 
heard. 

All who have legal documents to bring 
before him will give the matter their atten- 
tion this morning, as Judge Newman will 
leave for the springs on Monday for his 
summer vacation. 

Before he leaves he will draw the grand 
jury for the fall term of the court. 

Mr. Fuller Will Take a Vacation, 

Mr. O. C. Fuller, the genial clerk of the 
federal court, will take bis leave in a few 
days for Chicago and the world’s fair 

lle will be absent for two or three weeks 
and will take his family with him to see 
the sights of the great exposition. Mr. 
Colquitt Carter and Mr. George Bernard 
will look after the office while the clerk is 
away, and everything ‘will move along 
smoothly. 

When Mr. Fuller returns the other clerks, 
in their order, will leave for the summer re- 
sorts, for the purpose of rekting up after 
a hard year’s work, and to brace themselves 
up for the work of fall. 

A Talk with the Weather Man. 

The weather man, who has his office in 
the top of the custom house, has finished 
his report for May, and the figures” are 
interesting. 

“Here is the report,” said he, “for last 
month, and you will find it a very inter- 
esting document.” With that remark he 
tossed a heavy roll of parchment over on 
the table, and from a glance over the pa- 
per the following tacts were extracted. 

The monfh was remarkable for the ine 
quality of its rainfall. Seattered over the 
western part of the state, from the south- 
ern border to the northwest corner, the 
rainfall was over six inches. ver the 
southeastern quarter there was less than 
three inches, while in other parts of the 
state it appears to have been slightly be- 
low the normal. 

A few light frosts occurred in the extreme 
northern part of the state, but were not 
of suflicient severity to cause any damage 
to the crops. 

The average rainfall from the records of 


agers and clerks in all the county elections 
shall receive pay for their services.

While the vote was being taken on the 
county bonds for a new courthouse, a new 
jail and a reformatory—the election for 
the city water bonds was on at the same 
time—one of the polls closed up. This 
happened in the fourth ward. The man- 
agers Were informed that they would re- 
ceive no pay for whit they were doing, 
and that they also would ~ have 
to furnish their own dinner, providing, of 
course, they cared to dine. The news was 
exceedingly discouraging, and the managers, 
after consulting with the clerks, decided to 
adjourn sine die, after having beld the fort 
for nearly an hour. 

In the election of Thursday for repre- 
gentative from Fulton county, there was 
no yoting at all in West Kund; the election 
manvagers and clerks failed to materialize. 
No cause in particular was assigned to 
the failure of the gentlemen appointed to 
show up on schedule time, but the county 
conunissiouers are gentiemen of brvad 
ideas, and keen perception, and it did not 
take them long to decide that the positions 
ot elecuon manager and clerk had too much 
honor and giory about Chem, When compared 
tv the amouul of money iuvolved. 

The imunediate cause of the county com- 
missioners action la allowing the miaain- 
agers and clerks Im county electiohbs a 
stated remuneration Was the application of 
the managers and clerks in the last bond 
election. ‘he managers thought that they 
should receive B per day, aud the clerks 
asked for 85. <Atter alittle arguinent
